should be satisfied I was performing a good work, your ; may he clandestine, or perhaps long broken up; and } 
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for many years been drained of their funds by most de- 
testable impositions. Not by men perhaps who have 
never been initiated, but by unprincipled, and base 
men, who never had the first principles of Masonry in 
their hearts, or if they had, they have lost them in the 
overwhelming flood of dissipation and vice. These men 
belong to no particular elass of society ; they have no 
particular marks by which all who meet them, may be 
put upon their gua,d. They are often seen to be per- 
sons of education and talents, they lay claim to high 
family connections: they are Grandees, or Patriots, or 
Heroes, exiled from their native land, and suffering 
persecution ; they are sometimes reduced gentlemen, 
at others, disappointed seekers after debtors, or are on 
a journey, and are short of funds,or they are travelling 
in search of employment. Now all these are cases 
which naturally-appeal to the sympathies of our na- 
ture, and every Masonic bosom yearns to relieve them’ 
But when the experience of every day proves, that 
we are constantly exposed to imposition of unprinci- 
pled adventurers, under ajl the pretences I have enu- 
merated and a hundred others, are we not in duty bound 
to protect the Order so far as wecan from charlatanism, 
and preserve the funds of Benevolence,for the truly wor- 
thy and unfortunate. You will ask me, 1 suppose,how 























remedy for an evil which probablygis extensively; felt. 
From the information I have received since I have been 
in this city, and from a few cases I have ‘seen, I am 
satisfied they will materially lessen the evil, but, per- 
haps, not entirely obviate itat once. Itis seldom these 
persons have certificates of any kind, and when they 
have, they have frequently merely written papers, 
signed by unknoWn names, or from a lodge at some 
distant place or country, which may or may not exist, 






















for any evidence*it’bears, if strictly examined, is en- 
tirely worthless, veing, at the best, from a body never 
beforeheard of. The Grand lodges on‘the contrary 
are known, and it is known in every lodge, that their 
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of the regular selene of their jurisdiction, par’ evetes 
they are of value as prima facia evidence of the title 
of the holder to be further examined. 


Qdly. I have seen here widows and children from 
distant parts of the country, and one instance of a 
family from a foreign land, claiming and needing the 
assistance of lodges, but without any evidence what- 


ever in support of their title to rélief from Masonic } 


funds. In such cases, Grand lodge certificates would 


be better than those from the subordinate lodges,and ° 


will be still better hereafter, than at this time, for any 
clandestine lodge can issue certificates, which look as 
regular as others, but they cannot furnish Grand lodge 
Certificates, except by counterfeiting, and I never yet 
heard of that being done. ButI must leave this sub- 
ject, after mentioning that I hear there are two or 
three clandestine lodges, held in this city, one of which 
I was invited to visitby a member, who did not appear 
to be aware of the character of his lodge, nor was I 
until I examined the list published by our Grand lodge, 
when I found no such lodge named, and on enquirin§ 
of some of our friends, I was informed, that if Evening 
Star Lodge existed in New York, it must be of recent 
origin and clandestine, but they knew not of it. 


I had the honor of visiting the Grand lodge at the 
quarterly meeting, and found the same inattention to 
keeping time there, as in the subordinate lodges. The 
Grand Officers and a large number of members were 
kept waiting nearly two hours for a quorum of repre. 
sentatives, so that instead of business commencing at 
6 o’clock, it wag nearly 8 before the Grand lodge was 
opened. I was, however, much gratified by the con- 
duct ‘of the business, much of which was interesting; 
and of which I understood you were to be furnished 
with an abstract by the Grand Secretary, who has ta- 
ken a lively concern in promoting the popularity of the 
‘ Masonic Register.’ I was very much pleased, and 
quite unexpectedly too, by the praises bestowed upon 
your exertions by the Grand Master, and by his earn- 
est appeals to the Grand lodge to sustain you. 


The next evening I had the satisfaction of visiting the 
lodge of Strict Observance, which did meet at the ap. 
pointed time. 1 saw two candidates examined for the 
second and third degrees, and should not have taken 
them for candidates, but very bright masons, had I not 
before heard of the rules of that lodge, and afterwards 
seen one passed and both’ raised. ,The passing and 
raising was done by authority of the grand master’s 
dispensations, who had granted it, the master stated, 
in consequence of the candidate being about to visit 
Europe. And he also informed the lodge that the 
grand master had expressed his determination te sus- 
tain the decision made by the late Deputy grand master, 
by forbidding the conferring of more than one degree 
On any candidate at the same meeting, without obtain- 
ing the constitutional provision—a Dispensation from 
the Grand, or Deputy grand master. I remember 
having noticed the desision referred to in the published 
proceedings of the grand lodge about two years ago, 
and that at that time it was approved of by the grand 
lodge, but it had, I must confess, gone out of my mind, 
until recalled by the circumstance I have mentioned.

This lodge offers another proof of the excellence and 
useful influence of Masonry, nearly as distinguished 
asthe former. When in Dominica, inthe year 1305, 

‘the 46th was attacked by a French force, which it 
gallantly repelled ; but in the action had the misfortune 
again to loose the Masonic chest, whichthe enemy 
gucceeded in securing on board. their fleet, without 
knowing its contents. Three years afterward, the 
French government,at the earnest request of the officers 
who had commanded the expedition, returned the chest 
with several complimentary presents ; offering by 

“that act the acknowledgment and homage of an en- 
lightened nation to the purity, value, and usefulness of 
Masonry. 

Among the archives of this Jodge are many interest- 
ing records of high value to its Masonic character. It 
has been the parent of three other military lodges ; 
and has had the honour of enrolling among its members 
many characters distinguished as much by the Masonic 
attainments, as their gallantry in the field, or value in 
the society which.their highly polished manners and 
intellectual qualities adorned. The memory of one 
member of their lodge is particularly endeared to his 
Brother Masons by the bequest of a series of lectures 
on Masonry ; which, although not exactly based upon 
those delivered in the grand steward’s lodge, or the 
London lodges, are beautiful illustrations ; and serve 
as honourable proof that Captain James Saunderson 
considered the gallant bearing of the soldier derived 
additional splendour from the sentiments of the Mason. 

The regiment has now about twelve brethren Masons 
in its community, who have addressed the grand lodge 
of Ireland for a renewal of their original charter, setting 
forth their honourable claims upon the Craft. Their

At Canterbury, where the 46th has been 
stationed, they have frequently honoured the United 
Industrious Lodge, No. 37, with their presence, and 
repeatedly had occasion to compliment them upon their 
courtesy, good fellowship, and pure Masonic discipline. 
It had been suggested that His Royal Highness the 
Dake of Sussex should be petitioned for a warrant ;

ON THE POWER OF THE HUMAN BODY TO RE. 
SIST HEAT. 
It was long believed that the human body could not 
be safely exposed, even for a short time, toa degree 


climates. This opinion, which we know now to be 
erroneous, was strengthened by the result of some ex- 
periments made by the celebrated Fahrenheit himself, 
and related by Boerhave. Some animals were shut 
up in a sugar baker’s stove, where the mercury stood 
at 136 deg. A sparrow died in less then seven minutes, 
a cat in rather more than a quarter of an hour, anda 
dog in about twenty-eight minutes. The noxious air 
of the stove had probably more to do with the speedy 
death of these aninals than the heat. 

The truth upon this subject may be said to have been 
discovered by accident In the years 1760 and 
1761, M. M. Dohamel and Jillet were appointed to 
devise some means of destroying an insect which con- 
sumed the grain in the province of Augoumais, in 
France. They tgund that this could be done by* sub- 
jecting the corn and the insect contained init, in an 
oven, to a degree of heat great enough to kill the insect, } 
but not so great as to hurt the grain. In order to 
ascertain the precise heat of the oven, they introduced 
into ita thermometer, placed upon the end of a long 
shovel. The mereury, when the thermometer was 
withdrawn, was foun) to indicate a degree of heat con- 
siderably above boiling water. But Mr. 
aware that the thermometer had sunk several degrees 
as it was drawn towards the mouth of the oven. While 
he was puzzled to invent some way of determining 


one of the attendants, offered to go in and mark with a 
pencil the heat at which the mercury stood ; and she 
did enter the oven, and- remained there two or three 
minutes, and then marke] the thermometer at 100 deg. 
of Resumar, which nearly equals 260 dee. of Fahren- 
heit. M. Jillet then began to express some anxiety 
for the safety of the girl, but she assured him she felt 
no inconvenience, and remained in the oven ten minutes 
longer, during which time the mercury reached the 


above that of water when it boils. When she came 
out her complexion was considerably heightened, but 
her respiration was by no means quick or laborious. 
This experiment was afterwards repeated. Another 
girl remained in the oven as long as the former had 
done, at the same temperature, and with the sameim- 
punity.

bore the extraordinary temperature of 240, and ‘even 
> 260 deg. fur a considerable time, with very little incon- 
venience, 

In all these experiments it was found that the animal 
heat, as ascertained by thermometers placed under the 
tongue, or grasped in the hand, was scarcely increased 
at all, and the respiration but little affected ; but the 
pulse was very much quickened. The frequency of Dr. 
Blagdea’s pulse in one instance was doubled. Their 
¢ watch chains and other pieces of metal about them, 

became so hot that they could scarcely be touched. 

When they breathed upon the thermometers, the mercu- 

ry immediately sunk several degrees. Each act of 

respiration produced a pleasant feeling of coolness in 

the nostrils, and they cooled their fingers by breathing 

upon them. In and by the same heated air which 
. they respired, eggs were roasted quite hard in twenty 
$ minutes, and beef steaks were dressed in thirty-three 
; minutes. And when the air was blown upon the meat 
‘ by means of bellows, it was sufficiently cooked in thir- 
teen minutes.
